Such legislation 
will bestow a limited benefit.to the detriment. of larger output, and 
will increase the difficulty for British traders to compete guccessful’y 
in the world markets.

- , Recovery To Remain in Force..

‘ ANGLO-RUSSIAN TRADE. 


Appeal Court’s Ruling. 


4 London, May 12. 
“The question of the liability of attachment.of goods exported by 
the Russian Soviet Government was settled in the Court of Appeal 
to-day, which reversed the judgment of Mr. Justico Roche, restrain- 
ing further dealings in timber confiscated from tho original owners, 
. namely a Russian’ firm who were plaintiffs and exported by the 
Soviet through M. Krassin to a British firm who were Jefendants 
Mr. Justice “Roche granted the plantiffs claim for. an injunction 
against further dealings. and. also damages for conversion. on the 
_ round that the Soviet Government was not recognised by the British 
Government. The Appeal Court held that it had no jurisdiction to 
‘consider the justice or morality of the Bolshevik decree of confisea- 
tion in view of Britain's subsequent recognition of the Soviet 
Government, and allowed the arpeal by defendants. 
{The case above referred to was a test case regarding the 
aitachment of consignment of timber and potassium brought from 
England fast vear.| 


EMIGRATION FROM HOME,

Fropaganda. 


We take the following from 
the London Daily Telegraph of 
March 29 :— 

Lieut.-Commander Haslewood 
writes from Whit-church, Read- 
ing, calling attention to a reply 
given in the House of Commons 
recently on bebalf of the Colonial 
Office to a question regarding 
the buying and selling of Chinese 
gitls and children in Hongkong. 
“A custom does exist there,” it 
was stated, “by which, in return 
for a money payment girls are 
transferred to another houschold, 
usually for the purpose of 
domestic service.” - 

“From personal experionce,” 
writes Commander Haslewood, 
“T can vouch for the fact 
that; sheltering - under the 
above so-called custom, the 
most revolting abuses in tho traffic 
of girls and children ‘is openly 
carried out. The fact that large 
numbers of these girls are sold 
into loca] houses of ill-fame, and 
are shipped over seas for the same 
purpose, is perfectly well known 
to the whole shipping community, 
and eqnally well known to those 
of the local inhabitants who have 
made inquiries on the subject. 
The Under-Secretary has. also 
admitted in Parliament that.thero 
are no provisions controlling the 
amount or work which a child 
may be called upon to do, nor any 
limit of hours for which a child 
may be called upon to work, nor 
any legislation ta prevent these 
children from being employed at 
work obviously injurious to health. 
It is intolerable that such a state 
of slavery should exist, in a 
British colony, and I appeal to 
men and women all over the world 
to protest against the continuation 
of such a system in the British 
Empire.”

THE CARTRIDGES CASE. 


Prosecution Climbs Down. 


A Chinese, named Wing was 
charged on remand before Mr R. 
E. Lindsell at the Magistracy this 
morning with the unlawful pos- 
session of a targe quantity of 
ammunition (empty cartridges), 
and with giving wrong particulars 
to the Superintendent of the 
Imports and Office in connection 
with a shipment of empty 
cartridges to Canton. 

Mr. T. He King ‘Captain| 
Supérintendont of Police, said. he 
understood Mr. Tinson, (defend- 


-}ant’s solicitor,) had agreed that 


the cartridges came within the 
definition of ammunition as laid 
down in + the Ordinance, 
Mr. ‘Tinson was _ prepared 
to give an undertaking that 
they would be mutilated to, 
police satisfaction, viz. to deal 
with them in a manner as to 
free them from the Ordinance. 
In view of this undertaking Mr. 
King asked hi< Worship to re- 
cord a conviction by a nominal 
fine. Mr. King withdrew the 
second charge. \ 
Mr. Tinson said he pleaded 
guilty to a technical offence. He 
would like to point out that for a 
long time trade had been going on 
in‘ the Colony of importing and 
oxporting,these cartridges purely 
as scrap brass. With regard to 
thé cartridges that were taken 
off a ship after they 
had been rejected by the Canton 
Customs, Mr. Tinson said his 
client thought they had been 
already hammered. The am.-| 
munition in the godown had not 
it being not 
necessary because thes had not 
beon exported. His client thought 
it .was perfectly safe to have 
them. It had been defendant's 
practice to notify the police of the 
arrival of every consignment of 
catridges, but the practica had 
been. abolished on the advice of 
a deceased police offi er, who told 
def -ndant that he need-not report 
if he hammered all the cartridges 
before they’ were exported. Mr. 
Tinson undertook to mutilate the 
cartridges in such.a. way as to 
render them absolutely useless.

PREMIER HITS BACK. 

The Prime Minister said that 
it was quite impossible for him to 
pass over two or three things 
said by Mr Asquith, who had 


two charges to make against tho: 


Governinent. 

The first was that.they had not 
succeeded with their policy in 
the course of six months. Could 
he give a single illustration in 
the whole history of Ireland 
where in six months order had 
been restored when they- had a 
rebellion in Ireland? 

Mr Asquith certainly took a 
good deal longer than that, and 
he did not succeed even then. 
with very severe measures,

NO PEACE BY SURRENDER. 

He came now to the more 
important question of wh+ther 
there was any possibility of bring- 
ing -an end to the'state of things 
in Ireland. In the first place, 
they would never bring an end to 
it. by surrendering to crimo-— 
(hear, hear)—or by saying that 
whatever Irishmen asked for 
must be conceded’ without re- 
ference to the .position of: the 
United Kingdom as a whole: 

As to the question of a meating 
with the Irish leaders, he had not 
insisted on a surrender of arms 
before they were willing to 
negotiate.

We treat Ire- 
land not only os if it wore our 
own farmyard, but our own 
backyard. The Government and 
the gangs of murderers between 
.|them are rapidly turning it: into 
something rather resembling a 
churchyard. © But we stillhave a 
vague idea that it is our own 
back-garden, surrounded by a 
high wall; and that nobody can 
possibly know that it is not a 
garden of roses. The falsehood 
of this fancy is the first great fact 
to he realised. Mverybody sees 
what we are doing, and nobody 
has the least notion of why we 
jare doing it. 

We must face this fact, if there 
is to be the fdintest hope of a 
firm and successful foreign policy. | 
We must’ face it even if we hap- 
pen to agree with this particular 
part of our domestic policy: 
Defiance might in some cases be 
a policy: but deafness can never 
be anything but a defect, a loss of 
one of our five wits. As I shall 
show in a moment, there is a very 
particular and pressing danger to 
England in thiscase. But for. the 
sake of clearness and order let us 
put ‘first what the case is, and 
how it appears to such critics 
all over the continents of Kurope 
and America. In this, connec- 
tion it is necessary to-.bear in 
mind two facts. . First outsiders 
not only know what we are doing, 
but they sometimes know what 
we are doing better than. we do. 
Details appears in their papers 
which are often suppressed in 
ourown papers. Everyone will 
remember this fact if he happened 
to fcllow the Marconi case. And, 
second, even, when lies are told 
against us along with ‘the trutl , 
as of course they are, the ontsid: r 
pays no attention to our papers, 
which cannot publish the truth, 
even when they contradict the 
lies. But long before we come tu 
any of these details, there are two 
broad impressions about the Eng- 
lish in lreland to-day which are 
bewildering the whole world. The 
first is that England has abandon- 
ed the government of Ireland. 
What we are conducting now is 
not government atall. It does not 
really profess-to be governinent at 
all. Itis at the best, war; anda 
very wild sort of war. And the 
second isthat the war is of the 
particular sort now generally 
called Prussian war, and the Eng- 
lish are still glowing with arecent 
and quite real indignation against 
it, when it was practised by 
Prussia. 

THE PRINCIPLE OF “REPRISALS.” 

This is not in the least a matter 
of sentiment, or evon of degrec.

THE CHAIRMAN'S WELCOME.

names of the Minister and. Sir 
Edward Stubbs, said in part:— 

With regard to co-operation hs- 
twoen us there is no lack of ovid- 
ence .in Shanghai.that efforts are 
being made. to foster this spirit, 
Apart from.commorcial concerns 
serious attempts have been- made 
by us to get together socially 
and in sports and. the 
result will, we hope, make 
for “continued friendship —he- 
tween us. We cannot be far 
wrong in our bolief that, knowing 
us and our people as they do, 
such gentlemen as Sir Edward 
Stubbs, Admiral Duff, General 
Kirkpatrick, Sir Everard Frazer 
and other gentlemen are our true 
friends, that second to their own 
country they wish well to China 
and our people and that as far as 
lieg in their power thoy will deal 
with oun peoplo in a: fair and 
square manner in all their dutios 
and relations. 

Other Chinese gentlemen also 
spoke, the. keynote of every 
speech being co-operation and 
Mr. Sung Hang-chang particular- 
ly pleaded for, an international 
banking association. : 

THE MINISTER'S REPLY. 

Sir Beilby Alston, after thank- 
ing the hosts of the evening for 
their hospitality, contrasted the 
picture of the Bund 60 years ago 
as it was to be found in 
Mr. Lanning's history of 
Shanghai with the Bund as 
it ig to-day and asked them to re- 
flect that (his modern city would 
never have grown to be what it is 
had it not been for co-operation 
between foreigners and Chinese. 

His lxcellency continued :

‘King-ming alone holds four im- 
portant posts. . 
Ngau Pone-ping, the former 

Objet of the Constabulary, enter- 

taitied bis troops on Wednestay. 

He intends leaving for the tront 

‘on Saturday, and is taking with 

him big supplies of amm unition. 

A report from Wuchow states 
that the Kwangsi troops have 


reached Macnung, in the Fung- 
chuon district, and aro only 20 li 
from the main Canton troops. 
Only skirmishes have taken place 
so far and it is believed that no 
big fighting will take place until 
wat has been formally declared 
by the Peking Government. 
When thie has been done it is 
expected there will be simult- 
aneous offences launched by the 
armies of Kwangsi on the weet, 
Kwangsi on the north and Foo- 
kien on the east. 

‘The Canton Times states :—‘‘Re- 
liable information has . been 
received by a certain firm in 
Shameen from Kochow stating 
that the place was pillaged and 
Jooted By Kwangsi troops who 
have already crossed the borders. 
In view of the impending danger 
of a possible invasion of the pro- 
vinow by the Kwangsi nrilitarists, 
Cantonose troops are now on.the 
march to the borders to check ‘the 
advance of the invaders.”

FUNCTIONS OF THE NEW MINT. 

Speaking on the subject of the 
proposed mint for Shanghai, his 
Excellency said :— 

“T feel sure that the important 
part now being played by the 
Chinese banking group in the 
financial affairs of China must 
bear good fruit and that the 
foreign bankers will welcome 
this movement and readily co-ope- 
rate with their Chinese friends 
in doing what they can to place 
the finances of this country on a 
sound footing and render the 
valuable assistance it is in their 
power to give to the trade and 
‘industries of China. In this con- 
nection I should like to mention 
the proposed new Mint at Shang- 
bai which, if it is to be a success, 
and attain. the objects of its 
promoters, must, be managed on 
such a way’as to command the 
entire confidence of both Chinese 
and foreign Banks of ali national- 
ities, Otherwise it willbe merely 
an undersirable addition to the 
number of minte which'at present 
exist and will do little or nothing 
to solve the urgent currency 
problem of this country. As a 
familiar example of the dangers 
arising from ill-regulated  treat- 
ment of the question of the

solely through co-operation. 

Sir Wvered Fraser said that 
Britain and China were alike in 
that they preferred to hasten, 
Slowly Britain had got somewhere 
and he was convinced that China 
too. would get sonewhere 
important and that in not such a 
very Jong time. Meanwhile, the 
British merchant was her best 
friend. ; 

A BANKING COMBINATIONS. 
. Mr. Stephen said that he very 
strongly endorsed the plea for 
the co-operation of foreign banks 
and he urged other foreign 
bankers urgently to consider 
it. They might as well try to 
sweep back the Yangtze with 
a broom as : endeavour to 
lessen Chinese banking influence 
by refusing co-operation. All 
banks in Hongkong were on an 
equal footing and he thought they 
should be here, also, where there 
was more necessity for co-opera- 
tion. The refusal to admit Chinese 
banks to the Foreign Exchange 
Banks Association was the main 
reason why foreigners were not 
allowed to have, anything to do 
with the Shanghai Mint. The 


matter of coinage must be attend- } 


ed to, for much that was at present 
in circulation partook more of the 
nature of poker chips than reliable 
coinage. : “ e 

General Kirkpatrick and Mr. 
H.H. Fox also supported ‘the 
co-operation plea, the latter froin 
the educational side, assuring the 
company that the British Govern- 
ment was giving serious attention 
to the education of Chinese in 
British institutions. 

Sir A. Duff spoke of the com- 
radeship existing between officers 
of the British and Chinese navies 
and said that Shanghai was the 
El Dorado of the British Navy 
officers. They were killed with 
kindness. They  tiffined and 
dined out every day and -then 
went to sea to recover. ‘

Ricksha Coolie Wins. 


A case arising out of a colli- 
sion between motor cat No. 61 
and ricksha 317 at Queen's Road 
East, in which both vehicles 
sustained damage, was heard at 
the Magistracy this morning, 
the driver of. the latter vehicle 
being summonded for causing an 
obstruction. 

Inspector Garrod said that at 5 
p.m, on May Ist. a number of 
tickshas were proceeding along 
the tram line near the Naval 
dockyard. Motor car 61 was go- 
ing in the same direction and the 
driver repeatedly sounded his 
horn to warn the sickshas to get 
out of the tram line. All the 
ricksha drivors obeyed except the 
defendant, who was run_ into by 
the motor car.

Defendant said he had a fare 
at the time, who was thrown to 
the gronnd, but, fortunately for 
the motor car driver, she was not 
killed. ;

At 
least, some complain in that 
regard, [fiscal reformers have, 
therefore, come forward with 
anti-dumping resolutions; in fact 
‘the resolutions were Government 
tesolutions, showing how far it is 
that somo of our statesmen in 
office have left bohind the princi- 
plos of Free Trade, about which 
they wero never tired of talking. 
It is not 80 very long ago since 
Sic John Simon’ opposed with 
disconcerting vigour the Key 
Industries Bill, and this measure 
is, we believe, to be brought up 
again next Session. We are 
having the cld atguments all over 
again though it .is only fair to 
realiso that a now set of circum- 
stances have arisen to bring them 
to the fore, 


Old Arguments. 


THE NEW THOUGHT MOVEMENT IN CHINA. 


With considerable interest. we were reading the other 
day an article upon “China's Renaissance-—the Christian 
Opportunity” (inthe Chinese freurder, the organ of the 
Presbyterian Mission) by Dr. T.T. Lew, who describes the 


Wo believe that tho argumonts 
in favour of unrestricted trade, 
unprotocted industries and equal 
chances for all are absolutely 
unassailable, and we view with 
considerable: apprehension. the 
passing of the resolutions referred 
to above. It may be that a groat 


aims of the New Thought Movernent as “democratic, 
scientific, and social.” These are good charactéristics as 
far as they go. but do little in the way of defining the move- 
ment’s altitude towards the Christian faith. Farther on 
Dr. Lew intimates that Christian missionaries and 
ministers must cease’ to teach dogmatically + they must 
substitute for all priesteraft: geniune Christian. service : 
they must make it their main duty to preach the social 
gospel of Jesus; and they must revard- problems from the 
international as agains! the national point of view. Dr. 
Lew's concept wears a utilitarian aspect, but still shows 
‘some. advance upon the cartier tendency of the New Thought 
Movement to substitute an aesthetic doctrine for religion, 
The article caught our notice on account of the annual 
mecting of the China Continuation Committee, which has 
just been in session at: Shanghai. Some six thonsand 
inissionaries and oa Chinese church of four hundred 
thousand members are represented .by this body. At one 
of its meetings the intellectual and literary renaissance 
conducted by the New Thought Movement naturally came 
under consideration, and as this not only seeks to trans- 
form the political, social, and family lite of the Chinese 
people. but. is attracting marked attention among them, 
the subject is one of more than ordinary interest. 
Peking University is recognized to be the home. of the 
. movetnent. The chancellor of the University, Mr. Tsai 
Yuan-pei, is a scholar of high attainments, a man of ‘high 
character and an enthusiastic -believer: in social reforms. 
The staff of the University are advocates of advanced. not 
to say ultra-advanced, thought, and, through their monthly 
publications, they have disseminated their views amongst 
the student body throughout China. The fundamental 
ideas proclaimed in these journals are (1) a deep cissatis- 
faction with the present civilization of China. ; (2) a deter- 
mination to break with the traditions of the past and build 
a new society on national lines; (3) a belief in liberty of 
the individual, equality of the ‘sexes and a universal 
obligation resting on each to work for the good of all. 
: These ideas, regarded as new in China, are pretty much 


what France proclaimed in 1793. China is working upon 


the ideas along less tumultuous lines than those adopted, 


by the disciples of Voltaire and Jean Jacques. One in- 
teresting development in connexion with the literary re- 
naissance is the emphasis the younger writers are laying 
on writings in the colloquial. So effective. have been the 
veformer’s activities that a veritable literary revolution 
ig in progress. More than 150 magazines are now issued in 
the colloquial, and the style of the older papers has been 
very greatly simplified. In regard -to general culture, 
China has shown her, willingness to learn from Western 
mentors, witness her: recent invitations to Dr. Dewey, 
- of. Columbia University, and Dr. Bertrand Russell, 
both of whose lectures, besides being listened to by 
eager students. have been widely studied by Chinese in 
their Press. It is said that Bergson, also Einstein, may 
come out here. ‘The choice of tutors may not have ‘been in 
all instances judicious, At the moment the point is that 
they prove China’s willingness to learn. Since the re- 
formers are basing themselves largely upon the principles 
of the French innovators, the hope may be expressed that 
they will avoid the latter's error in choosng a purely secular 
basis, to which avoidance the endeavours of the China 
- Continuation Committee will doubtless be directed: 


many Members -of Parliament 
have been impressed with the 
circumstances of the day, but, by 
voting in favour of official protec- 
tion, they have helped toinsert 
the thin ond ‘of the wedgo and 
there is no knowivg just how far 
the practice will be oxtended. If 
an industry cannot stand hy 
reason of its awn economics, then 
it’ is falso. policy to bolster it 
up, to make the consumer pay 
more than he should. We very 
much doubt whether there is the 
grave danger. from dumping that 
is alleged; uropean countries 
are not so over-flush with goods 
that they can swamp the British 
manufacturer. Prices are high 
enough now in all conscictice 
and we need no tariff walls to 
keep out the -goods that will 
accelerate a reduction of the 
high cost of living. Only by 
healthy competition, cither from 
within or without, will the 
industrial system of the world 
get back tothe norma! of pre- 
war times. ‘It is a- half-blind 
policy to keep up prices in the 
hope that more work will ensue 
for British workmen, and that 
idea has had the stuffing knocked 
out of it long ago. We in this 
Colony know the value of free 
trade. Presuming Haiphong 
cement were being imported here 
at a sufficiently low figure us to 
make the profits of our local 
Company so much less would 
it be policy to tax that incoming 
cement in order to bolster up 
the local concern? Wouldn’t 
thet keep up the price 
of building, keep up house rents? 
Doesn’t the ‘consumer pay all 
these taxes in the end?

A POSTHUMOUS WORK. 

The lete William de Morgan's 
novels had some unusual charac- 
teristics. They were written 
late in life, they were lengthy for 
these helter-skelter days, they 
bore singular titles (e.g. “Not- 
withstanding” and “Somehow 
Good"), and thoy were the. work 
of an American [domiciled in 
England: © 

His last work, which the 
author left unfinished, has made 
its. appearance. It is appro- 
priately ontitled “The Old Man‘s 
Youth” (Heineman: 9s). The 
work, his ninth, is as complete in 
its de Morganism as tho firet, in 
spite of its being left unfinished, 


and it only just misses being as} 


good as “Joseph Vance." The 
manner may or may not please. 
Its leisureliness and discursivo- 
ness—the nearest approach in 
modern fiction to the talk of the 
natural man and to the move- 
ments of hia kindlier impulses—' 
may not satisfy those who cravo 
subtlety or swiftness.” But the 
scene is made, and we who are 
only just far enough removed 
from it to sco it as a little grotes- 
quo (like. tho pictures of Laura 
and Cousin Charles in old 
volumes of “Punch") go back to 
it with the old‘man.and know it 
witha curious perfectnoss. 

For- Eustace John, lying on his 
bed.in the hospital, when he is old 
and poor, writes to satisfy himsolf 
by remembering and the atuff of. 
remembrance is shaped as easily 
as thoughts rise: shaped into 
scenes and moments, that is, for 
there is no set form for event or 
emotion to- fill. It is just—ro- 
membering; and out of the past 
rises a picture of sixty years ago 
and of a London family of “ pro- 
fessional” standing, living in 
Mecklenburgh-square. In dotnil, 
in atmosphere, in the typical de 
Morgan humour, in the turn of 
the phrases used by the various 
people, tho period is marked off 
from ours, and has jusé begun to 
have a historic look. We might 
reconstruct it, with Jabour. But 
this is its authentic accent, speak- 
ing its platitudes or its jests, 
making its ado about this or that 
in just a faintly. different ‘tone 
from ours, Even that queor 
streak of sensationalism in tho 
midst of the by-the-way manner 
is different. The governess who 
poisoned Mrs. Pascoo and became 
the second Mrs, Pascoe has her 
right place in the fifties, and 
nowhere else. Orit would seem 
right but for the bits of connect- 
ing narrative with which Mrs. de 
Morgan has thought necessary to 
complete her husband's unfinished 
book. . Seen through old Eustace 
John's memory, it would be just 
a horrid doubt, a tragedy never 
quite confessed, though his sister 
Roberta might «mysteriously 
affront her stepmother .and 
Varnish, the old nurse, might 
utter portentous words.. For the 
most part we get a very full, real 
and entertaining picture 
human characters. 

* * * 

Mr. Locke, the rococo novelist, 
as he has been called, is his full self 
in “The Mountebank,” turning his 
comedian’s art upon the highest 
‘game and running it down in 
brilliant fashion. -He takes a 
problem of conduct thatis of the 
grimmest reality in its grotesque 
setting, and untics the knot by 
true play of character, letting 
accident have no say in the 
matter. No story could be at 
once more honest and more en- 
tertaining. Andrew Lackaday 
is the war-made man. It took 
the war to bring him the use of 
his true name, for the waif ofa 
French circus had practically no 
ties ‘with his own nationality 
beyond the fact that his parents 
had so called him. A moderately 
successful juggler, whose ex- 
aggerated height, burlesqued by 
costunie, is part of his professional 
capital, has become a British 
Brigadler-General when. Armis- 
tice Day lets him down with a 
thud. There is nothing more for 
him in Englaud—except a high- 
bred woman's love. And on the 
other side there is only the juggl- 
ing again—and Elodie, his quasi- 
conjugal partner of the halls and 
the hearth. He has long out- 
grown Elodie, who owed her place 
in any case to generosity rather 
than passion, but he must play 
the game by the other member of 
Les Petite Paton.. And for Lady. 
Auriol there is not only Elodie to 
be surmounted but the trans- 
mogrification of her uniformed 
hero into “a lean high heeled, 
monster in green silk tights 
recching to his armpits top- 
ped with. a scarlet wing 
ending in a foot-high point.” 
Dead-ends for both! How it 
eventuates cannot be told without 
filling a column or two about 
Elodie, which. circumstances do 


not permit. For the key to the 
tale lies not in what Elodie does 
but in what she is, and that is 
notifing so simple as a Donna 
Quixote or anything elee that will 
bear a summary label. Through 
all the pages of his archness and 
episode the novelist is building up 
the subtle personality which is 
by fidelity to itself going to answer 
his riddle:. That is tho essential 
strength of a well-wrought novel.

Frederick Myers “St. Paul” 
holds for many readers a peculiar 
place among modern. pooms, but 
it is probable that most of those 
who turn to his " Collected 
Poems,” naw edited by his wife 
(Macmillan : 12s.), will be attract- 
od to it,not primarily as literature, 
but through interest in a great 
writer on immortality. Myers 
wrote many a beautiful line, such 
as— 

The green delightful tumult of 
the trees; 


But his most original work was’ 


donein prose. The present book 
contains not only all his 
published verse, but one or two 
Prose studies, including «his 
curious little fragment of 
autobiography. This last refers 
chiofly to his spiritual discoveries 
—his wandorings from Helleniam 
to Christianity, Agnosticsm, and 
finally to a sort of Christian 
Spiritualism. “The effect of 
Agnosticism upon me.” he 
declares, in ono passage, “ was. 
wholly evil. During this phase 
only can I remember anything 
of deadness and ‘bitterness—of 
scorn of human life, of anger at’ 
destiny, of deliberate preference 
of the pleasures of tho passing. 
hour. He was a man, however, 
not content to resign himself to 
nescience, and his final turning 
to Spiritualism was tompoera- 
mental at least as much as the 
effect of reason, ‘‘ Tho universe,” 
he proclaimed, “cannot advance 
to moral glory over the crushing 
of individual hearts.” His passion 
for the survival of tho individual 
soul forbade him to range himself 
with -Buddha.: Among — tho 
unorthodox, few modern men 
have done more to bring back 
the belief in immortality to the 
world than he. .

British Military and 
Commerical Position. 


Sit —— 

In the House of Commons on: 
the motion to go into Committee 
of Supply on the Air Estimates, 
Mr. Churchill said that two years. 
ago he had predicted that it would 
take five. yoars to-make an 
efficiently and - econonically 
organised Air Force. : 

The progress, however, had - 
heen very much greater than he 
had ventured to hope. That had 
boen rendered possible solely by 
the fact that during the whote 
poriod they had had continuity of 
administration. , ; 

Numbers of training establigh- 
ments were being built up in 
difforent districts. The result of . 
the education and training at 
these establishments would be y 
real national asset shared in by 
all classes, | 

Up to the present the Force: 
consisted of 28 squadrons. .OF 
these 21, including one squadron 
on the Rhine, were. serving 
overseas; the equivalent of three - 
squadrons were in Ireland. The 
Force consisted of 2900 officers 
and 25,000 men with a few civil 
assistants. He thought ‘there. : 


fwas the possibility of further 


economy in the Force. 
CIVIL AVIATION, 

Ho should like. to see civil 
aviation developed, but if the 
House of Commons’ desired to 
see that, proceeded with the 
House of Coimmons must be 
prepared to vote the money. At 
present he did not feel disposed 
to ask for more than ‘tho million 
fur civilian aviation. — 

It was also contemplated to 
roduce or abandon air ship buil- 
ding in the civil sphere, and if 


“j any private conpany would come 


forward and undertake to use 
them for commercial purposes 
the airships now possessed by 
the Ministry would be handed 
over to them on most favourable’ 
terms. Owing to the physical 
nature of these islands he did 
not -think that civil aviation 
would ever develop to any extent.

Signal Hillis dropped daily at 10 
a.m.-and 4 p.m., except on Satur- 
days when it is dropped at 10 
a.m. and i p.m., and'on Sundays 
and Hoiidsys when itis dropped 
at 10 a.m. only.
